Continuing, the president took issue 
with those who urge on the one hand 
that the great interstate corporations 
be curbed, while denying to the national 
government the power to do it, on the 
other. He said such an attitude was 
fatuous folly; that it would never ac- 
‘complish anything.- He said he did 


not plead for a centralization of §a@v-| 


ernment,- but for a recognition of the 
power already vested in the national 
government. He continued: 

“If congress will give me—and when I 
say me, I mean the president, for 1! 
am to go out; I mean the national ad- 
ministration—the power to secure 4 
thorough supervision of the financial 
affairs of railroads, to regulate the 
issuance of stock to prevent’ stock- 
watering and te insure publicity of all 
their affairs, with a due regard to le- 


gitimate trade secrets, it will settle the 
whole corporation question."’ 

Urging the necessity of permitting 
reasonable combinations. of capital, \ he 
sald: 7 : 

“If you could dam-up the Mississippi 
river, you would cauae a flood and ac- 
complish nothing thereby; but you 
can guide and restrain it by means of 
levees.”’

To Establish Branch Agencies. ' 


An agency of the exchange will be 
established at each of the larger ship- 
ping points in the fruit-growing belt 
during the shipping season, and the 
representative in charge will be in in- 
stant communication both with the 
manager of the exchange in Atlanta 
and with the individual shippers from 
day to day, and will be in position to 
serve the convenience in every detail, 
not only of the individual © car-load 
shipper, but of the smaller growers 
who ship in mixed cars. 

It will be the purpose of the exchange, 
prior to the opening of the season, to 
carefully calculate the consumptive 
capacity of the several markets, using 
all available data for that purpose; 
and, when the ehipping season opens, 
the daily output of the state will be 
prorated among the several markets 
in proportion to the supply, and. the 
exchange will then depend upon the 
established principle of supply and de- 
mand to insure satisfactory returns. 
The daily apportionment of car-load 
shipments to the several markets will 
be made by some equitable plan, care- 
fully considered and adopted by the 
trustees, who, being themselves grow- 
ers, will, of course, use their very best 
judgment to give satisfactory results 
for all concerned. 

The plan of the exchange contem- 
plates that, when a car of peaches is 
consigned under its instructions, a 
careful record will be kept of the car 
in transit and at each icing station. 
This record, made by a representative, 
of the exchange, Will show the hour of 
arrival and departure, the condition of 
the fruit and temperature of the car. 


When the car reaches its destination, 
a itke inspection ag to fts condition will | 
be made by a representative of the ex- 
change, and a personal delivery 
made to the commission house. Under 
this plan no disagreement can arise 
between the commission house and the 
shipper as to the condition of the fruit 
on arrival; and, if damage has resulted 
from rieglect on the part of the rail- 
road, refrigeration company or commis- 
sion house, or from the imperfect con- 
dition of the fruit when shipped, 
the blame can be instantly 
placed and a satisfactory adjustment 
of any claim arising therefrom can, in 
most cases, be effected without delay or 
litigation. The exchange contemplates 
handling all such claims for its. mem-

bers at the very lowest possible cost 
coneistent with efficient service. 
Will Investigate the Markeis, 

Prior. to the shipping season, all of 
the northern and eastern markets wili 
be carefully investigated, and high- 
class commission houses appointed in 
each to represent the exchange. [t is 
contemplated that#in the larger mar- 
kets, such as New York, Philadelphia 
and Boston, from five to eight houses 
in each city will be carefully selected, 
and their’ selection will be determined 
largely by the record each house has 
made in handling Georgia peaches in 
the past. Inasmuch a8 each of these 
houses will understand that its connec- 
tion with the exchange will depend 
upon satisfactory service, the members 
of the exchange will not only receive 
the benefit of having their fruit sold 
by the very best houses in the mar- 
kets, but they will know that they are 
getting the very best service that can 
possibly be rendered by each of these 
houses.

charge.. The excnange expects to re- 
ceive a division of this commission from 
its correspondents sufficient to safely 
cover its expenses, and this will be in 
lieu of the expenge heretofore incurred 
by such houses in soliciting the business 
from growers. It is believed that a lib- 
eral’ concession on the part of the com- 
mission heuses will result in their 
smaller percentage yielding a larger re- 
turn bv reason of tne increased price 
received, than the larger commission 
now being paid to them. Under this gen- 
@ral arrangement the grower receives 
the ‘benefit of a service which, even 
to the larger shippers, would be more 
expengive than he could afford, and yet 
will be taxed absolutely nothing in re- 
turn therefor. On f.o.b. sales it is con- 
templa@ed that the grower will pay to 
the exchange 5 per cent of proceeds, in 
consideration of being guaranteed a pro- 
tected market for the final disposition 
of his product. 

Previous efforts at organization among 
peach growers ave failed. first, because 
of lack of financial support. and. second, 
because in most cases the movement 
WAS Organized in the interest of cer- 
tain commission houses, with only such 
benefit to the grower as might incident- 
ally follow. No attempt was made b) 
these ogeanizations to contro] the sup- 
ply which would enter any of the mar- 
kets under consideration. and the result 
Was that growers received only the or- 
dinary benefits of good salesmanship and 
Dusiness-like attention to their ship- 
ments. The .plan now under contem- 
piation is radically different in every 
respect. First. it proposes to be capi- 
talizéd at not less than $100,000 ful! 
paid, and, as this will give it an excel- 
lent financial standing. it wil! »be able 
to control the services of high-class 
men, and it will be a guarantee of 
financial stability to all with whom it 
may have occasion to do business. 


Time Propttious for Movement. 


The time was never more propitious 
for perfecting an organization of this 
nature. The 1908 crop in the early spring 
fave promise throughout the state of 
the best results ever gotten by peach 
growers, but. when marketed, it proved 
the most unsatisfactory in many years, 
and it was generally agreed that this 
— from lack of proper distribu- 
tion. 

The committee on organization has only 
as yet made a partial canvass of the 
state, but at every place at which meet- 
ings have been heid the active and 
hearty cooperation of practically all 
who were vresent has been secured, with 
the result that now. after only a few 
weeks of active work. we have pledges 
covering 45 to 50 per cent of the en- 
tire crop, and stock subscriptions in 
proportion, and it is contemplated that 
within the next two or three weeks the 
minimum -regquirement of pledges cover- 
ing 60 per cent of the crop and $50,000 
of stock subscriptions will have been 
reached. and a permanent organisation 
will then be effected. 

l. M. Fleming, for ten vears past man- 
ager for Armour & Co. of the Fruit 
Growers’ Express, under whose super- 
vision all refrigeration of every car of 
peaches shipped out of Georgia, or vege- 
tables shipped out of 'Plorida. haa been 
made. has been selected by the commit. 
tee as manager: for the exchange, and 
he has resigned his position with Ar- 
moeur & Co. to be able to assume active 
duties for the exchange On December 7. 

Hon. Robert F. Maddox, recently elect- 
ed mayor of Atlanta, has been selected 
as pvermanent treasurer for the Georgia 
Fruit Exchange. No arrangement has 
been made for the presidency, but some 
competent business man. who will prove 
satisfactory te a majority of the grow- 
ers. will undoubtedly be chosen for that 
responsible position. 

This movement has already secured 
the a@ive and hearty cooperation of al! 
the progressive growers in the state, and 
it Is contemplated that before the be- 
ginning of the next shipping season at 
least 90 ver cent of the Georgia crop 
will be pledged through the exchange. 
Peach growers in the neighboring states 
of South Carolina, Alabama and Ten- 
nessee.are invited to cooperate, and cor- 
trespondence is now proceeding with 
growers in Texas and other southwest- 
ern atates with a view of a like organ!- 
zation. which, if completed, wil! work in 
friendly conjunction with the Georgia 
‘Fruit Exchange, in order, so far as par- 
sible. to avold unnecessary conflict in 
shipment. 

The outlook is, therefore, entirely fa- 
vorable. and those of us who are de- 
voting our time and money to this work 
of organization in the general interest 
of all growers feel amply compensated 
in the benefit we hope wil! accrue to all 
as the result of our efforts.

The July deliver) 
sustained the greatest loss and was sub- 
jected to heavy selling pressure through 
out the entire day. the selling being 
based on the bearish showing of the 
government report. issued Monday, and 
on the favorable weather conditions now 
prevailing in the United States for the 
fall sown crop. <A decline at Minneapo- 
lis, notwithstanding extremely small re- 
ceipts in the northwest, also had a deé- 
pressing effect. There was some buying 
by bulls early In thé day. which caused 
moderate firmness for a short time, but 
| later these same interests became free 
sellers. From $1.09% the May option 
declined to $1.07%, while July dropped 
from $1.0l7, to 99%c. Athe close all de- 
liveries were at the hottom price. Min- 
neapolis, Duluth and Chicago reported 
receipls of 345 cars, against 512 last 
week and 663 a year ago. 

Corn was bearishly affected by the 
slump in wheat and by a renewed liqut- 
dation of the December delivery. As a 
‘ result of the selling pressure on the De- 
| cember opition. the price of that deliv- 
ery declined I%ec from the high peint of 
the day. The profit taking in the cur- 
rent month was based on increased Of- 
ferings from the country, continued fa- 
vorable weather for the movement and 
a slack shipping demand.
